GSR 796(E),—The following draft rules which the Central Government proposes to make in 
exercise of the powers conferred by section 12, 27, 64 and sub-section (14) of section 88, read with 
section 211 of Motor Vehicles Act, 1988(57 of 1988) is hereby published as required by sub-section(I) of 
section 212 of the said Act for information of all persons likely to be effected th ereby and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft will be taken into consideration after the expiry of a period of^Sgjdays ftcMhe 
date on which the copies of this notification as published in the Gazette of India are made available to 
the public. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with respect to the said 
draft rules before the expiry of the period so specified will be considered by the Central Government. 

DRAFTS RULES 

THE CENTRAL MOTOR VEHICLES (AMENDMENT) RULES, 1989 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Motor Vehicles (Amendment) Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In rule 1 of the Central Motor Vehicles Rules, 1989 (hereinafter referred to as the principal 
rules),—

4. (a) Rule 5 of the principal rules shall be renumbered as sub-rule (1) there of and in sub-rule 
(1) as so renumbered, for the word and figure "Form 1", the word, figure and letter "Form 1A" shall be 
substituted. 

(b) After sub-rule (1), the following sub-rules shall be inserted, namely : 

“(2) An application for a medical certificate shall contain to declaration in Form 1 and shall be 
accompanied by a passport size copy of the photograph of the applicant. 

(3) A medical certificate issued in Form 1A shall be valid for a period of one year from the date 
of its issue.". 

5. In rule 7 of the principal rules, the proviso shall be omitted. 

6 . Rule 8 of the principal rules shall be omitted. 

7. For rule 9 of the principal rules, the following rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

"9. Educational qualifications for drivers of goods carriages carrying dangerous or hazardous 
goods.—(1) on and from the date of commencement of this rule, any person driving a goods carriage' 
carrying goods of dangerous or hazardous nature to human life shall in addition to being the 
holder of driving licence to drive a transport vehicle, also possess minimum educational 
qualification of a pass in the 10th standard or possess a certificate of having undergone a course 
connected with the transport of such goods, for such period and from such establishments as 
may be specified by notification in the Official Gazette by the State Government from time 
to time.

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(2) The licensing authority shall make an endorsement in the driving licence of the persons 
referred to in sub-rule (1) to the effect that he possess the educational qualification or has undergone 
the course referred to in sub-rule (1).”

(i) in clause (a), for the word and figure “Form 1”, the word, figure and letter “Form 1A” shall 
be substituted.

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"(2) The lessons for training drivers of non-transport vehicles shall cover Parts A, B, C, F, G, and 
K of the syllabus referred to in sub-rule (1) and the training period shall not less than twety-onedays. 

(3) The lessons for training drivers of transport vehicler shall cover Parts E, F, G, H, I, J, and K 
of the syllabus referred to in sub-rule (1) and the training period shall not be less than thirty days: 

Provided that this sub-iule shall not apply in respect of drivers holding driving licence to drive 
medium goods vehicle or medium passenger motor vehicle who had undergone the lessons after the 
commencement of this rule, and desiring to obtain a driving licence to drive heavy goods vehicle or 
heavy passenger motor vehicle.

(ii) adequate knowledge of the regional language of the region in which the school or establish¬ 
ment is situated; 

(iii) thorough knowledge of traffic signs specified in the Schedule to the Act and the regula¬ 
tions made under section 118 of the Act; 

(iv) ability to demonstrate and explain the functions of different Components and parts of the 
vehicle. 

(d) The applicant maintains a motor vehicle each of the type in which instruction is imparted and also 
the following apparatus, namely : 

(i) a blackboard; 

(ii) traffic sign chart; 

(iii) a service chart depicting a detailed view of all the components of a motor vehicle; 

(iv) puncture kit with tyre lever, wheel brace ju k; 

(v) spanners (a set each of fixed spanne , box spannors, screwdriver, screw spanners 
and hammer

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(2) The driving schools run by State Transport Undertaking, Industrial Training Institutes setup by 
the Central Government or any State Government, and other establishments run by Central Government 
or State Government which have facilities for imparting training for drivers, shall be exempt from 
taking outa licence and shall be authorised to issue driving cetificate in Form 5, subject to the condition that 
the training imparted in these schools shall be in accordance with the syllabus referred to in rule 31.". 

18. In rule 47 of the principal rules, in sub-rule (1) for the words “two days", the words “Seven days" 
shall be substituted. 

19. For rule 51 of the principal rules, the following rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“51. Form and manner of dispaly of registration mark in respect of motor cycles and invalid 
carriages.—Tn the case of a motor cycle or an invalid carriage, the dimension of letters and figures 
of the registration mark shall not be less than two thirds of those specified in clause (a) of rule 50:
